SECTION B. AUSTRALIA - WAGE AND SALARY EARNERS IN CIVIL EMPLOYMENT 
(EXCLUDING RURAL INDUSTRY & FEMALES IN PRIVATE DOMESTIC SERVICE) 





Estimates of the number of wage and salary earners in civil employment 
(excluding rural workers and female domestics in private homes) are made monthly 
through the use of Pay-Roll Tax statistics and direct returns of Commonwealth 
Government employment. 


Persons taking full-time reconstruction training courses are excluded from 
the estimates below. The number in full-time training at 29th March, 1946, was 
10,108 men and 899 women. 


The estimates, shown in Table 3, are subject to revision in the light of 


results of the Occupation Survey, ist June, 1945. Revision of tables 3, 4, 6 and 7 
will be made shortly. In the meantime, current trends in employment can be gauged 


from Tables 3 and 4 as published below.

During March, 1946, the number of wage and salary earners in employment 
(excluding rural industry and females in private domestic service) increased by 
35,800 (males 31,400, females 4,400). Private employment increased by 29,900 and 
Government employment by 5,900, State and Local Government employment expanded while 
other Government employment decreased. 


The total increase in employment (excluding rural, etc.) from August, 1945 
(or approximately the end of hostilities) to March, 1946 was 106,900 (males +126,100, 
females -19,200). In this period Government employment decreased by 4,700 persons 
while private employment (excluding rural, etc.) increased by 111,600. 


At the end of March, 1946, total employment (excluding rural, etc.) at 
026,800 was a record high level. It was 74,500 above the highest level (November 
941) reached during the war and 296,600 (120,500 males and 176,100 females) above the 
lovol of July, 1939.

PAKT V : PAY-ROLL TAX RETURNS. 


A summary statement of employment recorded on Pay-Roll Tax returns for 
Australia is given without any adjustment in the next table, 


The returns do not cover employees of the Commonwealth Government; employers 
who pay not more than £20 per week in wages do not make returns and religious and public 
benevolent institutions and hospitals are also exempt. The proportion of a11 employees 
who are included varies from State to State, but for Australia as a whole, the pro- 
portion of employees (other than those of the Commonwealth, those engaged in rural 
industries and female domestics in private households) in the Pay-Roll Tax returns is 
90 per cent. of the estimated total of males in employment and about 75 per cent. of 
the females. 


Employers’ Pay-Rell Tax returns were clessified for "industry" according to 
the industries in whish the firms were predominantly engaged. 


The table may be taken as indicating trends from month to month, but not as 
a guide to the absolute numbers employed in the respective industries.
